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Xhosa Publications 
Inthe last year, we undertook five Xhosa publications: 


1. Virtues of Ramadaan 
A translation of the classical Hadith work of Hazrat 
Sheikh Zakariyya rahimahullah. 


2. Muntakhab Salaah 
A selection of Hadith on Salaah from the Muntakhab 
Ahadith. 


3.40 Hadith of Imam Nawawi rahimahullah 
Atranslation of the classical Hadith collection. 


4. Our Namaaz 
A comprehensive book on Salaah by Haji Farouk 
rahimahullah. 


5. Tayseerul Figh 

A book designed to make the laws of Islam easy 
especially for a new Muslim. It covers purification, 
salaah, fasting, Zakaat, Hajj, Halaal and burial. 


Afrikaans Publications 


Al Hidayah Centre undertakes translation of important 
works into Afrikaans and Xhosa. We use Ulama who are 
fluent native speakers in those languages to ensure the 
language Is correct and easy to understand.

Al Hidayah provides events and workshops to empower 
Ulama and upgrade their skills. This year’s calendar 
included: 


1. Sihr Workshop 

A workshop which equipped Ulama with the basics on 
sihr as well as an introduction to alternate healing 
therapies. 


2. Heritage Tour 

An informative tour of the Saabireen Muslim Museum 
and an introductory insight into the history of Islam and 
the Muslims in the Eastern Cape. 


Past empowerment events included workshops on 
slaughter, abbatoirs, Dawah, marital counseling, Hilaal, 
Ruqyah and public speaking. 


Al Hidayah Centre also prints official Nikah books for 
Masjids inthe Eastern Cape. 


For the Public 


Al Hidayah Centre arranges programs to enrich the 
community. Some of the highlights included:

A community event which saw over 800 people attend the 
Eidul Fitr program. 


4. Youth Events 
Connecting the youth to the Noble Quran and the Masjid. 
These events were held at various Masjids in the city. 


5. Annual Seerah Series 
This takes place at Masjids around the city. This year’s theme 
was Coping with Loss from the Seerah.

Al Hidayah Centre embarked on an intensive project to 
provide the classic Yassarnal Quran books in audio visual 


form. 


This series is used extensively to teach learners and adults 
how to read the Noble Quran. With the rich audio visual 
experience, Al Hidayah has made it easily accessible to 
those who don't have access to a Maktab, or who need 


remedial assistance.
